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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 
1. Applicant's arguments filed 2/3/05 have been fully considered and are deemed 
persuasive. Applicant has traversed the Nakamura reference by utilizing 35 USC 102(e) date 
rules for PCT filed prior to year 2000. More importantly, applicant has rewritten his independent 
claims in a manner that more explicitly illustrates the novelty of his invention. In reviewing the 
most recent IDS sent by the applicant, the Tsunehara reference utilized the generated multiplexed 
common transmission power control signal transmitted to all mobile terminals using a common 
channel shared by the mobile terminals as called for by the applicant's invention. However, 
none of the prior art, included an averager that calculates an average value of the individual 
desired reception powers of the plurality of slots and whose resultant values are used in a signal 
to interference measurer that measures individual reception qualities of the plurality of slots, 
where in each slot a reception quality is measured based on the average value of the individual 
desired signal reception powers and on of the individual interference signal powers 
corresponding to each slot. For this reason, the applicant's invention is distinguished from the 
referenced prior art. 



Allowable Subject Matter 



2. Claims 15-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding the claims, 
in systems involving asymmetrical communications, the calculation of the SIR for use in 
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transmission power control that measures individual reception qualities of the plurality of slots, 
where in each slot a reception quality is measured based on the average value of the individual 
desired signal reception powers and on of the individual interference signal powers 
corresponding to each slot was neither found, suggested or made evident by the prior art.
